atill flooded, though tho water ia falling. 
Tho water this evening ran liko a 
mill 


sluice, the depth varying from 
tbreo to 


seven feet through the main street. Tho 
current was so swift, that 
n strong man 


could not scull against it. The cellars and 
first floors of 
houses on both sides aro 


flooded. 
Tho inhabitants woro driven, from 


dwellings lo houses of their neighbors who 
lived upon tho hill, many wero taken off in 
boats, others waded waist deep through the 
water. 
A party who have given up their 


rooms to tho women, aro bivouacking on 
the sido hill whoro a hugo fire is built. Tho 
lumber interest, tko chief business of Port 
Deposit,is badly crippled. 
All the wharves 


aro submerged, hugo piles of lumber, along 
tho water front hnvobeen tossed about in all 
directions, aud n largo portion has drifted 
down tho bny. 
Homo of the merchants 


barely saved their books nnd papers. Davias 
& Hugh, ouo of tho largest lumber firms, 
estimate tho losses of those in that business 
alone at £00,000. Tlje amount of furniture 
and other property, carries the loss up to 
over $100,000. 
At 8 o'clock last evening 


measurements showed a fall from four to 
Uvelvo foot along tho line from Port Deposit 
to Perryvillo.

Tbo flood at Port Deposit was caused by 


heavy ico catching on Kenny yhoal, seven 
miles below, and thus forming a barrier, 
which increased every moment. The wator 
continued to rise and tho operator in tho 
telegraph office was obliged to jump from 
the office window into a boat, leaving his 
instruments submerged. Tlw railroad from

It is re- 
ported that one man lost his*.. life, having 
bofcu knocked down by tho ico,and drowned; 
but his name has uot yet boon ascertained. 
Tho postofticQ was partly submerged, nnd 
the postmaster was forced lo throw what 
mail matter ho could into a boat,and escape. 
Tho ico at ono timo reached tho top of tho 
piers of tho railroad bridge, at llavro de 
Grace, but the river began to fall before the 
tide turned, aud all danger was over.
